The silence was suddenly broken as the 


men broke Into a song, singing “Tram p, Tramp. Tramp, the Hoys arc 


Mrehlng." 
Others started to cheer, hot the officers gar? a sharp command 


for silence, and stHljpess settled down npon the marchers.

roads the hoys turned off and disappeared In the darkness. 


The correspondent of the international News Service and five other 


correspondents were the only civilians who saw the 
men’s 
departure. 


There were various nceonnts current as to the first infantry fire.

popular story is that a young Sammle of a certain regiment biased away 


at the German trenches at daj break of the first day on the firing 
line.

The final arrangem ent for the entrance to the f renrhes were completed 
ten days before the appearance of the men, by American officers. It was 
a fine October m orning when the Americans entered the trenches. They 
passed through villages where Americans had never been seen before, 
and the villagers were crying “Vive Amorique!” “ Vive Amerlque!” 
Then 
“ Vive FAnglals!** as some of the onlookers took them for English sol* 
dlers ou account of their Helmets. 
At daybreak of a certain 
morning 
the men took op their positions and an officer passed down the line iuqnlr- 
ing if all were ready. 
“ Ready, sir,” was the quirk response on every side. 
A mdmeiit later a voice on the telephone gave the rang© of the enemy 
battery positions, the guns were trained, the gun sonad chief swung his 
arm s sharply downward signalling “fire,” the gunner pulled the Inn* 
yard, there was a puff of smoke, a crash, and the first projectile fired in 
anger by Uncle Sam’s gunners was on its 
way.
